PREFACE TO THE SECOND EDITION. 

The issue of a new and enlarged edition of the ** Order of 
Classification," an edition which at any rate for some years to 
come must be considered as final, seems to require that to facili- 
tate its use I should give a somewhat fuller explanation than 
I gave in the Preface to the " List of Additions to the Library 
iSS6-y** of the general principles upon which the " Order" is 
compiled. In so doing there may be some repetition of what 
I there wrote, but this can scarcely be avoided. As in the few 
lines of Preface to the first edition I made due acknowledgment 
of the sources whence I drew the first idea of these principles, 
I may here go on at once to give as clearly as I can such an 
account of the way in which I have adapted these general 
principles to the special circumstances of our Library as may 
render the " Order" readily serviceable to all who frequent it. I 
propose to add further such information as to the distribution 
of the books in the large Library and in the subordinate Book- 
rooms, as shall make it easy, for those who seek, to find the 
particular spot in the Library devoted not only to all the 
principal divisions, but to every subdivision, and even to the 
group in which they will be able to lay their hand upon the 
volume of which they are in search. 
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Before doing this I may be permitted to say that in this 
second edition there is no departure from the principles upon 
which the first was constructed ; those principles by the 
arrangement of the books in the Library now all but com- 
pleted have been tested and found not to be wanting ; they 
have proved fully adequate to discharge the functions they 
were relied upon to discharge. 

Where changes have been made it has been with a view to 
apply the principles more thoroughly, to work out in greater 
detail the divisions and sections, subsections and groups, 
whilst still further to facilitate the use of the '* Order/* an 
Index has been appended to it, of which more later on. 

Every large library — and the Library of Sion College 
already consists of about 68,000 volumes — requires to be 
classified upon some set principles or other ; the only question 
is what principles shall be adopted. 

Though unable from the special character of Sion College 
Library to adhere to the sequence of subjects recommended by 
Mr. Melvil Dewey, in many respects his system of decimal 
classification, or perhaps it should rather be called decimal 
press-marking, commends itself to me for at least three 
reasons. First, it gives special facilities for bringing together 
the books upon particular subjects. Secondly, it enables addi- 
tions to be worked into any division or subdivision without 
altering any press-marks. Thirdly, where the principle is 
adopted the work of press-marking once done is done for ever. 
Should it become desirable to remove a whole subject from 
one part of the Library to another, or into a new building, 
the removal can be made without the alteration of a single 
press-mark. I will show how this press-marking works in 
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practice, after premising a word or two upon the sequence of 
subjects adopted for the classification of the Library. 

The special character impressed upon our Library from its 
foundation makes it inevitable that the first place in it should 
be assigned to Theology. The other faculty in which it has a 
really fine collection is History. In the remaining departments 
it is less complete. In devising a scheme of classification it was 
therefore necessary to recognize this fact, and give the first place 
to Theology, the second to History. It occurred to me that I 
might justify this sequence and the coordination of the other 
main divisions under it adopted in the " Order " by considera- 
tions such as these : — 

The subject which seems earliest to attract the mind of 
man is Religion in some form or another — Theology there- 
fore occupies the first place. Next, men make some kind of 
record of what befalls themselves and others, and this 
becomes History. Later on men speculate and theorize upon 
the facts thus accumulated, and so we come to Philosophy. 
Philosophy, speculative at first, tends to become practical, and 
to apply itself to regulating the conduct not only of individual 
life but of the life of communities, and so we arrive at Social 
Science. Then by degrees men, instead of simply theorizing 
about facts, or rather what they assume to be facts in the 
natural order, begin to observe facts accurately, and thus 
we get to Natural Science. We arrive next at the record 
under the heads of Useful Arts and of Fine Arts, of all 
that the manual skill, guided by the wit of man, has produced 
of what is useful and what is beautiful, or both. Language 
remains to be dealt with: (i) In its origin and rules; (2) in 
the more or less beautiful forms in which it has enabled men 
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to clothe their thoughts and leave a permanent record of 
them ; (3) in the history of Books and of Literatures, which 
must exist before they can be described or written about. 
These give us the remaining principal divisions, viz. Philology, 
Literature and Bibliography with Literary History. 

Without laying undue stress upon this attempted justifica- 
tion of this sequence of subjects, it is matter of experience 
that these classes. Theology, History, Philosophy, Social 
Science, Natural Science, Useful Arts, Fine Arts, Philo- 
logy, Literature, and Bibliography with Literary History, 
afford a sufficient number of principal divisions for the arrange- 
ment of a library, whilst under them sections and subsections 
can be formed in sufficient number to group satisfactorily the 
various subjects which require to be arranged. In the Sion 
Collie " Order of Classification " the principal divisions are 
indicated by the capital letters A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H, K, L. 
All Theological Works have in the first place of their 
press-mark the letter A, all Historical Works the letter 
B, and so on. The appearance then of one of these capital 
letters, as a press-mark, in the catalogue shows the main 
division in which a book is to be sought. These letters 
are followed by two numerals, which indicate the section 
and subsection in which the work must be looked for. 
Where different branches of a subject are gathered under 
one subsection a decimal point and numeral denote the 
group. To illustrate by examples. The letter A set against 
the title of a book shows that the volume must be sought 
in the division of the Library assigned to '* Theology." If 
the numeral 3 follows upon the A a reference to the " Order 
of Classification " will show that this work is to be found in 
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the section of " Theology " devoted to " Liturgical Works." 
Supposing a second 3 to follow the first, upon like reference 
it will be found that the work is embraced in the subsection 
" Office Books of the Latin Church." If this A33 be followed 
by .1 it shows that the work is in the group "Missals," if 
by .2 that it is in the group "Breviaries." If the A3 is 
followed by a 5, on turning to the " Order" it will appear that 
the work is in the subsection *' Office Books of Reformed Epis- 
copal Churches ; " a small 6 added declares the work sought 
to be in the group " Prayer Books," a small/ in the group 
" Anthem Books." 

Let us take another example. The letter D marked against 
a title refers the inquirer to the division "Social Science." 
If 61 follows the D, on reference it will appear that the 
book is classed under "Political Economy," if .3 follow D61 
the work sought for will be in the group " Relations between 
Capital and Labour." Once more. The " Order " points out 
that E affixed to a title refers to the division "Natural Science." 
E6 shows that the work is in the section " Geology," E62 in the 
subsection " Geology of Particular Regions " if followed by .3^ 
that it treats of the Geology of Ireland. 

For purposes of reference the value of the " Order of Clas- 
sification " will be found to be much enhanced by the Index 
appended to this reissue, as upon looking up his particular 
subject in it the student is referred at once to the division, 
section and group in the " Order" in which he will find it. 

The system of marks already described suffices to identify the 
place of a work in the order of its classification. Something more 
requires to be done to lead the student straight to the par- 
ticular volume which he wants. The book must have not only 
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a mark to determine its place in the general order, but a 
further mark to determine its place in the sequence of works, 
which may be very numerous, embraced in its own group. 
This is provided for by marking the volume at the bottom 
of its back with the initial letter of its author's name, or of its 
subject if no author's name appears upon the title-page, and 
with a number which is the equivalent of the three or four 
letters which follow the initial. These numbers catch the eye 
far more readily than the letters themselves which follow an 
initial — and serve equally to bring the work into alphabetical 
sequence.* This then is the last thing the student has to bear in 
mind when he has arrived at the group in which he knows the 
work he is in search of is contained, viz., that its place in the 
actual sequence on the shelf is that which the alphabet 
assigns to it. The student must also note that in each 
group there may be three alphabets, one of works upon 
its subject in folio, a second of works in quarto, a third 
of works in octavo. 

It remains to say something of the actual distribution of 
the. books in the Library, and give information to facilitate 
the finding by the student of the precise locality of which he 
is in search. It must be premised that besides the large 
Library there are three Book-rooms. When a press-mark, 

say again A33, stands thus alone, the work is in the large 

+ 
Library ; if the press-mark has one cross over it e,g. A33, it 

is to be found in the Mezzanine Book-room ; if a double

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cross as A3 3 in the Ground Floor Book-room ; if a triple cross 

as A3 3 in the Basement Book-room. 

In the Upper Library are placed the works likely to be 
in greatest demand in the following subjects — Theology, 
A 10 to A99 (with the exception of the history of Missions, 
A84, which is arranged in the Mezzanine Book-room, and 
Canon Law, A94 to A99, which is arranged in the Base- 
ment), History, Bio to B99, Fine Arts, Gii to G94, 
Philology, Hio to H90, Literature, Kio to K9S, Bibliography 
with Literary History, Lie to L63, except Transactions 
of learned Societies, Periodicals and Newspapers. Period- 
icals, L62, are to be found in the Mezzanine Book-room, 
and Newspapers, L63 in the Basement. L61, general 
Cyclopaedias, the principal of these are for facility of 
reference arranged in the detached dwarf Book-case which 
on the east side of the Library corresponds to the Catalogue 
desk on the west. The rest are placed in the annexe to 
the Basement. 

Philosophy, Cio to C60, is in the Mezzanine Book-room 
as are also Social Science, Dig to D90, and Natural Science, 
Eii to E99. Useful Arts, Fii to F90, must be sought 
in the Basement. 

Works which may be considered of less importance, or at 
any rate are in less demand, will be found as follows : — 

A. Theology — Books press-marked Aid to A39, A44 to 
A79, and A8S to A99 in the Basement Book-room, A40 
to A43, and A80 to A84 in the Mezzanine Book-room. 

B. History — Bio to B34, and B44 to B99, in the Ground 
Floor Book-room, B40 to B43 in the Mezzanine Book-room. 
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The less important works belonging to the whole divisions 
Fine Arts, Philology, Literature, and Bibliography with 
Literary History, lettered G H K and L respectively (except 
L62 and L63) in the Ground Floor Book-room. Certain 
works belonging to division D, Social Science, are in the 
Basement Book-room, in the annexe to which, Hansard's 
Reports, the Journals of Lords and Commons, and collections 
of Parliamentary Papers will be found. 

It seems desirable to add a general account of the topo- 
graphy of the Library, as it will facilitate the use of the 
Indicators lying upon the Reference desk; in these are set 
out all the leading Class marks of the " Order," followed by 
other marks which indicate the precise locality of the shelves 
upon which the works arranged under them are to be found. 

It should be observed then that the large Library pos- 
sesses both a Ground Floor and a Gallery. As the student 
enters the room he sees on either hand a long unbroken line of 
book-cases, which we will call the Straight Book-cases ; these 
extend about thirty feet from the screen on either hand. That 
on the left is referred to as the Western Straight Book- 
case, that on the right as the Eastern Straight Book-case. 
Beyond this he will find four alcoves on the left or west, and 
the same number on the right or east side. These for 
facility of reference are numbered, on the left i, 2, 3, 4, 
on the right S, 6, 7, 8.* Between these alcoves on the north 
wall is a series of cupboards, in which are placed books which 
for their rarity or other special value require to be kept under 
lock and key. On the floor are also two long desks, with 

* The numbers i, 2, 3, 4, run from south to north, 5, 6, 7, 8, from 
north to south. 
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shelves below on each front. That on the West is the 
Catalc^ue, that on the East the Reference Desk. 

The disposition is the same in the Gallery, except that, in 
the place which the Archive cupboards occupy on the floor, in 
the Gallery is a third Straight Book-case, which is referred to as 
the Northern Straight Book-case. There are then on the ground 
the Western Straight Book- case, Alcoves i, 2, 3, 4, the Archives 
— Alcoves 5, 6, 7, 8, and the Eastern Straight Bookcase. The 
same in the Gallery, with the one difference already noted 
For reference the lower alcoves are marked Ale. i, 2, 3, &c. 
Those in the Gallery Ale. G. i, 2, 3, &c. The following then 
are the reference marks from the "Order" number to the 
shelves, as given in the Indicator. SBW. refers to Straight 
Book-case West, SBE. to Straight Book-case East. Ale. 1,2, 
&c., to Western Alcove, i, 2, &c., Ale. 5, 6, &c., to Eastern 
Alcove. CD. refers to the Catalogue, RD. to the Reference 
Desk. The same marks serve for the Gallery with the 
addition of a G. SBN. stands for the Northern Straight 
Book-case. 

The reference marks for the Book-rooms are as follows — 
W, for the Mezzanfne, X. for the Ground Floor, Y* for the 
Basement, and Z. for the Annexe to the Basement. The 
Bookcases, of which there are eight in each room, are 
numbered from North to South, i, 2, &c. to 8. In the 
Basement are three additional detached Book-cases, num- 
bered 9, 10, and II, and another along the West Wall 
numbered 12. In the Annexe are five Bookcases numbered 
I to 5,' beginning on the right of the entrance 

It should be stated that in some instances, especially in the 
divisions Natural Science and Useful Arts, it does not infal- 
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libly follow that because the title of a Section, Subsection or 
Group is given in the " Order" any work upon the subject will 
be found upon the shelves. In certain cases the " Order" simply 
shows where works would be if we had them — implies too 
that till such works are to be found in their proper place the 
Library must be considered to be so far defective. 

It remains that I renew in an emphatic way my thanks to 
my friends Dr. Simpson and Mr. Tedder for the valuable hints 
they have given me in the preparation of this second as of 
the first edition of the " Order." 

The Index which now appears for the first time is entirely 
the work of Mr. J. P. Edmond, from whom also I have received 
help for which I cannot be too grateful, not only in the long 
laborious work of the actual arrangement of the books upon the 
shelves and in the compilation of the Index, but also in the 
correction of this new edition of the " Order " for the press.
